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The first step in learning something about Russia and Russians is to learn their alphabet. 
Alphabet is not difficult and many letters are already familiar to an English speaking person. 
Russian alphabet can be easily learned in one hour. 

Russian alphabet is actually a subset of Cyrillic alphabet which was created by two Greek 
brothers, monks, St.Cyril and Methodius, missionaries to the Slavs. They devised the 
alphabet for the use by Slavic peoples. At present, basic Cyrillic alphabet is used by several 
languages. Each language also has some letters which are specific to that particular 
language. Cyrillic alphabet ia used by following Slavic nations: Russians, Byelorussians, 
Ukrainians, Bulgarians and Serbians. Many languages that are spoken by non.slavic 
peoples, who live close to the Russians, also use Cyrillic alphabet, eg. Mongols. 

Russian alphabet is phonetic, or nearly phonetic. This means that every SOUND in Russian 
language has a corresponding LETTER in the alphabet. In most of the languages the writing 
is phonetic, the exception is English. 

This means that once we learn how to pronounce Russian letters we can read all Russian. 
We might not understand, but we will be able to read. If we can read, we can understand 
already a lot. First they use a lot of foreign words and by being able to read it, we will be 
able to understand what they are talking about. There is no subject called "spelling", there is 
no need for it. Children start reading very early. 

As it was said above, Russian alphabet is not difficult and many letters are already familiar 
to an English speaking person. In Russian alphabet there are 33 letters and in English 26. 
Upon examination of Russian alphabet, we will notice that the letters can be divided in 4 
groups: 

Group 1: 5 Letters are same as English, 

Group 2: 6 Letters are similar to Greek, 

Group 3: 6 Letters are same as English, but pronounced differently, 

Group 4: 16 Letters are distinctly Russian.

Неге are Ше so called Russian spelling rules. They are just used to make pronounciation of a 
word clean when soft consonants might make this difficult. Generally, you will notice that 
the consonants these rules apply to are the consonants that don't exist in English. 


I. Spelling Rule 1: BI. И 

Never write the letter "Ы" after the letters "Г, К, X, Ж, Ч, Ш, III' instead use "И" 

II. Spelling Rule 2: unstressed О.Е 

Never write an unstressed "О" after the letters "Ж, Ч, Ш, IIT, Ц' instead use "E" 
III.Spelling Rule 3: Я.А 

Never write the letter "Я" after the letters "Г, K, X, Ж, Ч, III, Щ, Ц' instead use "А" 
IV.Spelling Rule 4: IO. Y 

Never write the letter "IO" after the letters "Г, K, X, Ж, Ч, Ш, Щ, II' instead use "У"

Now that you understand Ше Russian letters and numbers, we will begin to learn some basic 
Russian phrases that you will commonly use as part of everyday communication. It is more 
important to learn some basic communication skills in Russian. Once you have a Чее! for 
the language, you will find it easier to understand how the grammar works. When you were 
young, you learnt to speak before you learnt the grammar. We feel it is easier to learn 
Russian the same way, however don’t worry. 


When you are in Russia it is important to realise that Russians have two manners of 
speaking, formal or friendly. It would be considered slightly rude to use the wrong form in 
the wrong situation. Use the friendly (or familiar) form when you are speaking to someone 
you considers a friend. In situations where you have never met the person before you would 
use the formal form, for example in shops or with taxi drivers. You would also use the 
formal form as a sign of respect to teachers, or in places like business meetings. Keep this in 
mind as you work through these Russian subjects. This is much easier than it sounds, as 
there are only a couple of words that change. (Mainly the Russian word for “you”.). 


Pleaase and Thank you 


The two most important words you will learn in Russian are please and thank.you. You 
can just add these to any sentence to make it more polite. 

[1] Спасибо ("spa.see.ba") . Thank. You | 84 
[2] Пожалуйста ("pa.zhal.sta") . Please (and You're Welcome) +. 258 сы 
The word Пожалуйста is also used to mean "You're Welcome", after somebody says 
thank.elittle different than it is written, you can basically forget the "уй".

When you are in Russia and you meet somebody, the first thing you will want to do is to say

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Здравствуйте may be a little difficult for you to pronounce at first, but it is Ше most 
common Russian greeting so you should try to practice it. Привет is also commonly used 
with friends. However, keep in mind that Привет is informal (much like "hi" in English), 
and should only be used with friends. If somebody says Привет to you, then it is normally 
safe to proceed in the friendly tone. 


Introducing Yourself 


In order to introduce yourself, you may need the following phrases.

How are you? 
The most natural way to ask someone how they are in Russian is to ask: "how are things?"

You should generally use до свидания, which is appropriate in formal or informal 
situations. You may also hear people say Пока, but we suggest you only use it with friends. 


Asking about languages 


When you are asking a yes/no question in Russian, there is no difference between the 
question and the statement, except for the question mark. When you are speaking Russian 
you should ask questions in a different tone. The tone of your voice should rise if you are 
asking a question. If you are making a statement your tone will naturally fall. You may find 
that you actually do this in English without meaning to. If all else fails, put a real 
questioning expression on your face.

Just remember that unlike English, Russian uses an extra 
version of the word "you". You should memorise these pronouns.

You will be pleased to know that Russian has only one present tense. In Russian there is 
only one way of saying "I work", "I am working" and "I do work". 


Russian verbs change their endings depending on the subject. This happens a little in 
English, but not as much. (Example: I work, he works). This happens according to two 
different patterns known as the first conjugation, and the second conjugation. (There are 
also some irregular verbs). Both these patterns are quite similar, and once you get the hang 
of it, it is not too difficult.

3.1.5. RUSSIAN PLURALS . РОССИЙСКИЕ МНОЖЕСТВЕННОГО ЧИСЛА Ама 48 („А gaali 


In this subject the Russian language concept we will learn is 'plurals'. Naturally this topic is 
a very important as it is used in all aspects of the language. In English we create a plural by 
simply adding the letter 's'. In Russian things are not so simple. As the Russian language is 
based on the case system there are different plurals in each case. Don't worry this is not as 
hard as it sounds, you will quickly learn to recognise and form plurals. Often it is best to 
practice grammar concepts with words that you already know, or are the same in your 
native language, that way your brain will get used to hearing the different cases. 

Most Russian language resources teach plurals as they teach each case. Consequently а 
number of students struggle to master plurals for some time, as they are too busy worrying 
about learning each case. However we feel it would be more logical to teach plurals as one 
subject on it's own. By now you should have a good understanding of the nominative, 
accusative and genitive cases. These three cases are the most important when it comes to 
plurals, it is less common to use plurals in the other cases. 

Plural nouns follow their expected cases in the case system. The main exception to this rule 
is when you are talking about exact quantities. When you refer to exact quantities (eg “10 
roubles’) you normally use the genitive case.

The Russian language works а little differently depending on whether you are counting 
something, or whether you are just using general plurals. For example in a sentence like 
“The books are on the table” we don’t specify how many books are on the shelf. In this 
instance you should just have the word ‘books’ in it’s normal case, but in the plural form. 
Here are some examples.

In the situation where you would like to specify how many books there are you will need to 
use the genitive case. It's kind of like saying *2 of books" or *10 of roubles". This may feel 
a little strange at first, but it will become natural as you learn and hear more of the language. 
You will hear this quite often when you are talking about amounts of money. 

Occasionally we use a similar construction in English “hundreds of dollars" or “a lot of 
money", but in Russian we use it for all numbers. 

Ok, now that we understand when to use counting.plurals, let's see how to use them. 
Numbers ending in : 1 

If the number is 1, or the number ends in the word 'один' (example: 1, 21, 61) (but not 11), 
then you should use the case (singular) that is suitable for the position in the sentence. The 
number one declines like an adjective. Here are some examples.

Nobody really knows why we use two different plural formations in the Russian language. 
To help you get used to this concept, try using plurals that involve money. You are probably 
quite used to hearing the words “rouble” or “dollar”, so if you practice pronouncing these 
words in the different cases to form plurals your brain should be able to become accustomed 
to this concept very quickly. 

So in summary... 

Quantity ends in 1 . As per position in the sentence. 

Quantity ends in 2, 3, 4 . Genitive Singular. 

Quantity ends in 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 0,.надцать . Genitive Plural 

General Quantity . Genitive Case (Singular or Plural depending on context.)

The prepositional case has no 
meaning of it’s own. It is simply used after certain Russian prepositions. Afterwards we will 
introduce you to the Russian words for ‘to go’. 

[2] The prepositional case is used after the prepositions “в” (in), “Ha” (on/at), “о” (about).

[3] The word “на” (on/at) replaces the English word “at” when you are talking about open 
spaces or places that were traditionally open spaces. (Eg. ‘at work’, ‘at a station’, ‘at a 
concert’).

[1] In Russian there are two words that can be used to express “I am going”. The first 
indicates you are going on foot, the second indicates that you are going by some form of 
transport. Both these words are verbs of motion, and are grammatically quite complex, but 
as these words are so important for basic Russian, we will introduce them now in a simple 
way. A more detailed subject on verbs of motion will follow at a later stage. 

[2] Each of these 2 verbs (and all verbs of motion) come in pairs. The first indicates ‘to go 
in one direction’, the second indicates ‘to go in more than one direction’ or to ‘go 
somewhere repetitively’. You will notice from the examples that this often relates to when 
you use 'going' or 'go' in English. So to express ‘to go’ in Russian, there are actually four 
ways:

4.5. RUSSIAN GENITIVE CASE Aug ДЫ 4002) АЛА 


In our tenth Russian subject we will introduce the genitive case. It is one of the most 
common cases in the Russian language. The primary use of the genitive case is to indicate 
possession; however it also has many other uses within the Russian language. It is 
commonly used with numbers and other quantities. It is also probably one of the most 
complex cases in Russian particularly in the plural. However, once you can use the case 
efficiently the language should really open up to you, as you will have an understanding of 
four of the six Russian cases. 

In past subjects you have learnt about the possessive pronouns. In this subject you will learn 
how to talk about the owner of an object. This is the Russian equivalent to using the 
apostrophe's', or the word "ОҒ. As the genitive case relates to possession, it is also used to 
create a way of saying 'to have' or 'to not have'. In Russian there are also some additional 
uses of the genitive case, we will also learn about these in this subject and the next. 

This is how you can convert nouns to the genitive case. (We will explain how to use it 
soon). 


Forming the genitive case 


I. Masculine Nouns:

It may be worthwhile noting that the genitive case for masculine nouns is formed the same 
way as the accusative case for masculine animate nouns.

As you can see in the above example, you can use the genitive case to indicate possession. 
The 'owner' is the noun that is used in the genitive case. (This is like using 5 in English). 
However, in Russian, the object that is owned always comes first. In the phrase "Дом 
Ивана", the house (Дом) is owned by Ivan. This is a similar concept to using the word 'of" 
in English. Let's have a look at some more examples.

As the genitive case relates to possession, it is also used to create a way of saying ‘to have’ 
or ‘to not have’. Russians don’t construct ‘to have’ sentences like we do in English. To 
create these sentences you use the words “У” (by/near) and “есть” (exist/is). There is no 
exact way to literally translate this concept to English, but you would construct the sentence 
“I have а dog” something like “By me there exists a dog". Generally, it is just easier to learn 
the concept by example. 


The noun or pronoun following the word “У” is used in the genitive case. Here are some

There are many pronouns in the Russian language and it takes some time to learn them all. 
Pronouns are words which can be used in the place of nouns so that you don’t have to repeat 
the nouns. Consider “Не”, “She” in English. Each of the Russian pronouns decline 
according to their case. Luckily, as often happens in the Russian language, pronouns often 
decline according to certain patterns. It is far too difficult to remember every pronoun and 
case, they normally decline in a logical pattern so you should learn them this way.

Some people think learning about the verbs of motion is one of Ше hardest concepts in the 
Russian language. The truth is, it is not so difficult if you just try to understand them one 
step at a time. However it is quite an important concept, as motion verbs are among the 
most used in any language. We have broken this into several parts, so just learn one part at a 
A verb of motion, as the name suggests, is simply a verb that will take you from one place 
to another. For example verbs like “go”, “walk”, “run”, “swim” or “fly”. The reason they 
are special in Russian is that Russian uses special prefixes or different forms to explain even 
more with one word. 

We will first discuss these verbs without the use of prefixes, then we will discuss the 
prefixes later. (A ‘prefix’ is the couple of letters you put at the front of a word to add to it’s 


meaning).

Let's start by looking at the words that could correspond to the English word “go”. 
Essentially there is no word in Russian that is like the English “go”. Instead Russians 
always indicate how they are going somewhere. Here are the two most important words.

21... Л c, 5 Дн АБЫ ы шам 
The first thing you will notice is that there are two similar Russian words corresponding to 
one English word. This is because Russians also indicate whether they are going in one 
direction or making a return trip. As it is often the case in Russian, you are able to say a lot 
with few words. Each verb conjugates in the normal way, click on the link next to the verbs 
to view the fully conjugated forms. 

The verb on the left (Ходить, Ездить) is the multidirectional (return trip) verb. 
(Technically known as the 'indefinite'). The verb on the right (Идти, Ехать ) is the 
unidirectional (one.way) verb.

The last sets of unprefixed verbs of motion are verbs that indicate Ше concept of ‘carrying’. 
These verbs are a little different because there is an object that is transported or carried. For 
example “the train transports passengers to Moscow”. You will normally see these words 
translated as ‘to carry’, but there meaning is more general and they could mean ‘to 
transport’ or ‘to take’. You should translate them back to English depending on the context. 
Let’s have a look at these verbs:

Let's have a quick look at how each опе is used: 

Возить / Везти . Generally this word corresponds Чо transport’. Or Чо take' by some means 
of vehicle. For example in a sentences like “The train transports passengers to Moscow” or 
“Tvan takes his daughter to school”. 

Носить / Нести . Generally this word corresponds to То carry' when the person is carrying 
the object by walking. It's used in sentences like "The driver carried our bags to the taxi". 
This verb can also mean 'to wear', but it isn't really used like a verb of motion in this sense. 
Водить / Вести. This word generally means То lead', or То take on foot' where the object 
itself is also walking. 

For example "The dog leads the blind man to the shop". It also means Чо drive a саг. The 
verb has a number of other uses, where it is not considered to be a verb of motion. 

These verbs work the same was as those above, either multidirectional or unidirectional. 
Initially don't worry too much if you are not sure exactly when to use each of these verbs, 
this is something that is best learnt naturally as you read or hear them in real situations. As 
long as you are aware of the different concepts involved. In simple conversation it is less 
likely you will use these words compared to the verbs in part 1.

This brings us to one of the most hated parts of Russian for learners. However it is not so 
difficult at all. To all of the verbs above it is possible to add different prefixes. By placing a 
few extra letters at the front of these verbs, you can increase its meaning. This normally 
adds a direction to its meaning. For example you could change the meaning of “walk” to 
“walk in". 

As you can see in the above example we normally achieve this in English by adding an 
adverb after the verb. Words like *in", “down”, “through” or “across”. Often it is also 
possible to do this by using a different verb, *walk in" could be replaced by *enter". Now 
that we know what we are trying to do in English lets have a look our how we can do it in 
Russian... 

If you find the concept of ‘prefixes’ difficult you could just remember each of these verbs. 
Treating each verb as it's own word, rather than a set of related verbs. This would be good 
for learners with a good memory for words. Other learners, who may be more conceptually 
minded, may choose to remember how all the pre.fixes work. We think it's best to do a little 
of both. Once you understand this concept, you might find that you can suddenly decipher a 
whole lot of Russian verbs, and the language may really open up to you.

OK, now here is the interesting bit: As these new verbs already indicate a definite direction, 
they can not be multi.directional and they lose the concept of unidirectional or 
multi.directional that we learnt above. Instead the first word above is the imperfective 
aspect, and the 2nd is the perfective. (refer to the section on aspects for more info.). So in 
the present tense you will always use the first of these verbs above. 


This part is difficult. It is a good idea to have an understanding of how the pre.fixes work. If 
you hate grammar you could simply remember each word, for example входить = enter. 
However, if you do understand some of the concepts and you came accross a word like 
"влетать" you could work out that it meant "to fly in". 


Here are a couple of examples of how you could use the prefixes with different verbs: 
Самолет прилетает в Москву. . The plane arrives (arrives by flying) in Moscow 


Самолёт улетает из Москвы. . The plane departs (fly from) Moscow.
